Eyston, a thin, scholarly man of 
40 who retired from the British 
army several years ago, clipped the 
northward mile in 11.79 seconds 
for an average speed of 305.34 
miles per hour and then sped back 
in 11.33 seconds for a speed of 
317.74 miles per hour.

ONCE DESPISED 
THISTLE WEED 
ANCHORS SOIL 


PUEBLO, Colo., Nov. 19—The for- 
merly fertile acres of southeastern 
Colorado, part of the “dust bowl” 
area of the Southwest, slowly are 
being reclaimed irom the clutches 
of dust and drouth by cultiva- 
tion of the once-dreaded Russian 
thistle, agricultural authorities said 

It was believed that only a small 
area of the nine Colorado counties 
included in the so-called “dust 
bowl” has suffered permanent in- 
jury from the drouth and dust of 
recent years, 

The farmers of the area have 
found that deep listing will check 
wind erosion and eventually re- 
store the land to fertility. If the 
land is allowed to stand idle after 
listing, the thistles help to regrass 
the ground. The “tumbleweed,” 
which at one time periled the 
entire area, has become a friend 
in the struggle to reclaim the land 
The thistle acts as a nurse to the 
buffalo grass by protecting it from 


the wind and sun, When the ground | 


becomes matted with grass, it turns 
“ingrate” and kills off the thistles, 

In addition to aiding in the re- 
clamation, the thistle furnishes 
valuable feed for livestock when it 
ig cut and properly cured,

is the possibility of a grasshopper

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WEMBLEY WINS AGAIN 

When Herman Trelle fails to take first place 
in a wheat competition, that is news. He failed 
at the Royal Winter Fair, at Toronto. But the 
winner was a neighbor, Fred Paverly. Wembley 
thus remains the home of Canada’s wheat king, 
and the prestige of the Peace River district is 
undimmed. 

The Toronto show functions as a Canadian 
elimination contest among possible competitors 
at the Chicago International. Those who get 
places near the top at the former event have a 
fair chance of success at the latter. More often 
than not the winners at Toronto are also winners 
at Chicago; the exceptions to the rule coming 
when the International “crown” goes to a farmer 
somewhere in the United States, which seems 
to happen on the average about one year out of 
three. Wembley may therefore be counted on 
with some confidence to figure in the headlines 
again when the awards at the International are 
made. It would not be strange if the competi- 
tion there for first place should be between Mr. 
Paverly’s exhibit of “Reward” and Mr. Trelle’s 
sample of “Marquis.” 


THE RIGHT TO CONQUER 


Having emphatically rejected the proposal of 
neutral nations to negotiate a settlement of its 
conflict with China, Japan has proceeded to con- 
front them with something very much like a 
challenge. Its representatives at Brussels warn- 
ed the conferring powers that Japan will 


blockade the coast of China against ships of any | 


country carrying war materials to Chinese ports. 
And followed this by declaring that any action 


taken at the conference to accede to China's plea | 


for help would be regarded as a hostile act. 

Japan has not declared war against China. It 
has precisely the same legal right—none at all— 
to blockade the coast of China that it would have 
to blockade the coast of Canada. And the same 
right to forbid the shipment of war materials to 
Chinese ports that it would have to forbid the 
shipment of munitions to Canadian ports. But 
that Japan will do what its spokesmen have said 
it will do, there is no cause tq doubt. 

Those nations which value their independ- 
ence and want to maintain the privilege of self- 
government will understand from this what 
treatment they have to expect should their re- 


sources excite the cupidity of Japan or its Fascist | Y.M.C.A,, was last night elected president of the 


allies. In the plans of war-makers no country 
has any rights unless it is able to defend them. 
Japan is doing no more to China than Italy did to 
Abyssinia, and no more than the Fascist states 
will do to other countries unless these stand 
together to defend themselves. 


WASTE IS NO SOLUTION 


After the report of Mr. Justice Lunney, it is 
not strange to learn that the Provincial Gov- 
ernment may buy some modern road-making 
machinery. In point of fact the need of the 
machinery, if roads are to be built economically, 
‘was no doubt well known to the ministers before 
the investigator said the present equipment was 
antiquated. One gathers from the evidence that 
to a degree, perhaps a considerable degree, 
economy of construction was sacrificed to a de- 
sire to give employment to a large number of 
men. Edmonton, and probably every other city 
in Canada, has done the same thing in the baf- 
fling years since unemployment became a 
conundrum and a public burden. 

If experience has snown any one thing in this 
connection it is that doing work by the more 
expensive methods of hand labor and the use of 
primitive machinery does not solve the unem- 
ployment problem, nor circumvent it. Whate- 
ever the solution of that problem may be even- 
tually found to be, it will quite certainly not 
consist in clinging to old and costly methods of 
constructing roads—or anything else. If work 
can be done cheaper, and as well, by mechanical 
power, the sensible thing to do is buy the eppar- 
atus and give the taxpayers the maximum return 
for their money. 

Unemployment can’t be cured by turning 
beck the hands of the clock. The days and ways

SOMETHING TO THINK ABOUT 


What the President of the Alberta Associa- 
tion of Municipal Districts had to say at the 
convention of that organization on the subject 
of relief is bound to attract wide attention, and 
should lead to fresh and earnest consideration 
of means to restore to self-dependence those now 
dependent upon public support. Point is given 
to his remarks by the news that unemployment 
figures for the province are going up with the 
close of the outdoor work season, from which 
it is @ pretty obvious inference that relief fig- 
ures will move upward also. 

That long-continued dependence on relief 
tends to sap the morale is neither new nor diffi- 
eult to understand. That is an unnatural and 
unwholesome experience for any man. And 
human beings respond, as do other creatures, 
when placed in conditions other than normal. 
The wonder is not that a man should lose some- 
thing of the spirit of self-reliance and self-help 

. after having no occasion to exercise this charac- 
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| teristic for months or even years; but that any- 
thing of the spirit should remain. 

A point to be kept in mind is that the great 
majority who are on relief got into this position 
against their wills. The most “rugged” of in- 
dividualists must admit that in this modern 
world of ours the individual is not as well placed 
as in former times to fight the battle for exist- 
ence lone-handed in a time of depression. That 
is recognized to be the case by the very fact that 
provision has been made to assist him at the gen- 
eral expense. Granted the existence of a relief 
system is evidence of a more humane disposition 
on the part of the public; it is also admission that 
without such assistance the individual could not 
now save his family and himself from actual 
and acute distress. 

If it is the duty of those on relief to seek 
earnestly for opportunities to get back on a self- 
supporting basis, it is both a duty and a matter 
of plain business for public authorities to help 
them locate the opportunities, and to create 
opportunities where none can be discovered. 
However much the reliefman may have failed in 
the matter of self-help, it must also be admitted 
that from municipal councils to the Dominion 
Government, public authorities have not up to 


ment and inspire his efforts. 

Whatever councils of municipal districts may 
do, or be able to do, it is plain that councils af 
cities and towns face a duty to both the relief- 
man and the taxpayer to set themselves reso- 
lutely to the task of broadening the opportunities 
for employment, a part of which duty is to urge 
the seriousness of the situation upon the atten- 
tion of the provincial and federal Governments. 
The new urban councils could not do better than 
take the statement of Mr. Farnalls as a starting 
point for constructive action. There is certainly 
plenty in his remarks to cause them to think.

$300,000,000 TOURIST MONEY 

The year 1937 has been a banner one insofar 
as the tourist trade is concerned. 

The number of people who have come to 
Canada in 1937 is equal to the total entertained 
in the record year of 1929, and this year the 
country’s visitors have again been spending 
freely. It is altogether likely that the money 
spent by these tourists in 1937 will equal or 
exceed the record attained in 1929, namely 
$309,000,000, This is revealed in a report com- 
piled by the Royal Bank of Canada. 

In the first eight months of 1935, 1936 and 
1937, foreign automobiles which entered Can- 
ada numbered 2,396,000, 2,811,000, and 3,184,- 
000, respectively. The eight months of 1936 
showed a gain of 415,000 cars as compared with 
1935, and the eight months of 1937, in turn, an 
increase of 373,000 over 1936. Of the cars 
which entered Canada in 1937, one million re- 
mained within the country for periods which 
varied from two days to two months, and more 
than 1,300 cars were here from two to six 
months. About 20,000,000 from the United 
States will have visited Canada before the year 
is over, and between four and five million of 
them will have stayed two days or more. 

Since there are more than 20,000,000 visit- 
ors in the course of a year, a per capita ex- 
penditure of less than $15 would produce an 
aggregate of $300,000,000.—North Bay Nugget. 


INTERPRETING SIGNOR MUSSOLINI 

It is too easily assumed that Mussolini's re- 
assumption of the garment of hypocrisy is the 
result of serious pressure from England and 
France. But Berlin may have played an effective 
part. Mussolini’s visit to Germany was not the 
success that progapanda painted it. The Reichs- 
wehr would have nothing to say to a military 
alliance with Italy, and Hitler, it is credibly re- 
ported, had intimated to Mussolini that he could 
gamble, with full German support, up to the point 
of war, but that he would be unwise toe rely on 
Germany if he let matters go too far. Therefore, 
since the risks of war are greater if the frontier 
is open, and the better chance from Mussolini's 
point of view is a victory for Franco while the 
frontier is closed and discussion is continued, the 
advantages of further delaying tactics are 
obvious. Finally, Mussolini, with a vast drain on 
his resources in Africa and with projects of 
occupation and fortification afoot in all parts of 
the Mediterranean, has not been able to avoid 
admitting financial weakness. The sudden im- 
position of a capital levy after a long period of 
deflation and high taxation is a serious and sig- 
nificant step. No, the true verdict on Mussolini's 
latest move is that the proposals themselves are 
only another bid for time, during which he hopes 
to help Franco to victory; but the fact that he 
thought it worth while to advance such pro- 
posals shows that he fears an open breach, and 
that he might, if more seriously pressed by 
Britain and France, be compelled to withdraw 
in fact as well as on paper.—Statesman and 
Nation. 


WORTH REMEMBERING 

The “Dry Wheat-Belt Weekly,” published 
at Gravelbourg, appears to wonder if there is 
adequate recognition and appreciation in west- 
ern Canada of the amount of labor and some- 
times sacrifice involved in the east in the 
preparation and sending of relief aid to the west, 
It publishes this from a writer in the east: 

“The people down here put themselves to a 
lot of trouble and considerable expense to send 
their contributions in clothing or vegetables to 
the cars for the west. Farmers frequently 
drive miles and miles, in bad roads and cold 
weather, to reach the station where the goods 
are loaded. And many of the farmers who are 
doing their bit to help their fellows in the West 
have no trucks with which to haul their pot- 
atoes. Many a time while zigzagging through 
the farms to take up the lists of names for con- 
tributions you can see al! sorts of outfits load- 
ing up. There are a few trucks, there are sume 
fine teams of horses, but in many sections there 
are nothing but small oxen, and I know of some 
oxen that have come nine and 10 miles to the 
car with six or seven barrels of potatoes or 
other vegetables. I have the picture of one 
rather skinny ox, hitched to a small wagon, that 
did its share for the west.” 

This suggests a spirit in the east, in connec- 
tion with these shipments, that should be kept 
uppermost in thought in the west. The toil and 
frequently sacrifice that have gone and cone 
tinue to go into these donations and the prep- 
aration of them should enhance appreciation 
of these gifts.—Regina Leader-Post, 


QUEBEC'S PADLOCK LAW 

The padlock aet under which the attorney- 
general of Quebec has closed the offices of La 
Carte, the offices of the company which printed 
it, and a bookshop which sold it, is one of the 
most un-British laws ever placed upon a Cana- 
dian statute book, It was passed by the Quebec 
legislature last spring, and two of its sections 
provide that , 

“It shall be illegal for any person who 
possesses or occupies a house within the prov- 
ince (a house in this act means any building) 
to use it or to allow any person to make use of 
it to propagate communism or bolshevism by 
any means whatever. 

“The attorney-general, upon satisfactory 
proof that an infringement of the preceding sec- 
tion has been committed, may order the closing 
of the house ageinst its use for any purpose 
whatsoever for a period of not more than one 
year.” 

“Bolshevism” and “communism” are not de- 
fined by the act. When this was drawn to the 
attention of Premier Duplessis, he replied that 
it was a deliberale omission, “Communism can

baked pear. 

TUESDAY—Breakfast: Coddled egg; toasted 
cereal biscuit; stewed figs.

Dinner: Baked white fish; string 
beans; beets; salad of vegetables molded in 
gelatin; no dessert, 

WEDNESDAY — Breakfast: Whole-wheat 
cereal; 3 slices of crisp bacon; baked apple. 
Lunch: Baked potato; salad of celery, lettuce and 
olives. Dinner: Sausage; combination salad of 
cold cooked carrots and peas on crisp lettuce; 
cooked spinach; baked, ground beets, 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: French omelet; 
Melba toast; stewed prunes. Lunch: Eight- 
ounce glass of buttermilk; 10 or 12 dates. Dinner: 
Broiled lamb chops; pumpkin; carrot and lettuce 
salad; prune whip. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Glass of grapejuice 30 
minutes before breakfast; well browned waffle; 
crisp bacon. Lunch: Corn; cookéd turnips; 
salad of raw spinach leaves and lettuce. Dinner: 
Broiled steak; zucchini; string beans; salad of 
head lettuce; baked apple. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Cottage cheese and 
pineapple. Lunch: Baked squash rings; salad 
of chopped raw cabbage and parsley; cooked 
carrots. Dinner: Vegetable soup; boiled beef; 
escalloped celery; turnip salad (cold cooked 
turnips stuffed with minced vegetables); gela- 
tin. 

°Fig Ice Box Sponge: Dissolve a tablespoon- 
ful of gelatin in a half cup of cold water. Add 
to a cupful of hot fig juice. When cool and be- 
ginning to set, whip to light froth with rotary egg 
beater. Whip a cupful of cream and fold into 
the gelatin mixture with a cup of chopped stew- 
ed figs and two tablespoonfuls of crushed toasted 
almonds. Pile in a glass bowl and top with 
whipped cream and bits of bright fruit garnish. 
Place on ice until ready to serve. Will keep on 
ice for two or three days.

QUESTION: Hildreth J. asks: “Would butter 
be placed in the constipating or non-constipating 
class? I am'very fond of it, especially on cooked 
vegetables, baked potatoes, rice, etc.” : 


ANSWER: Butter, being one of the fatty 
foods, would have a lubricating effect and would 
be placed in the non-constipating class. 

QUESTION—D. D. writes: “In your opinion, 
what are the things which make people happy? 
We were discussing this at dinner-table and some 
of us thought that people can only be happy 
when they are healthy, others said that success 
brings happiness.” 

ANSWER: The three conditions which seem 
to be most necessary for the happiness of the 
average person are health, a reasonable amount 
of success, and a satisfactory love adjustment. 
However, it is easier to realize both happiness 
and success when one also enjoys good health. 

QUESTION—Anne S. wants to know: “Which 
foods are catarrh-producing and which are good 
for reducing? I weigh 169 pounds and am 
troubled by catarrh. Would like to find a diet 
which would help me reduce and at the same 
time would cure catarrh, if this is possible.” 

ANSWER: The foods which might be said 
to be catarrh-producing are the starches, sugars 
and fats. The same foods are those which are 
most likely to add weight. If you will leave these 
foods out of your diet for the necessary length 
of time, or will use them in only very small 
amounts, you should obtain satisfactory results 
both in overcoming the catarrh and in reducing 
your weight. Be sure to use plenty of the cooked 
vegetables and the raw salad vegetables, also use 
meat in moderation.

torney-general of Quebec is given a free hand to 
call any doctrine communism or bolshevism, and 
close the place where he thinks it is propagated. 
Documents tending to propagate these undefined 
“isms” are illegal, and anyone printing, pub- 
lishing or distributing such is liable to imprison- 
ment for twelve months. 

The padlocking requires no court order. The 
attorney-general is constituted sole judge of 
what is bolshevism and what is communism and 
whether either of these is being propagated at 
a given address. The owner of the premises may 
appeal to a superior court judge to show that he 
did not know they were being illegally used, or 
to show that they had not been so used for a 
year past; but in that case the burden of proof 
of innocence is upon him--another un-British 
principle which the act involves. 

The padlock law has been denounced. by lov- 
ers of British freedom everywhere. In Quebec 
itself, Col. R. L. Calder, K.C., former crown 
prosecutor, has described the legislation as a 
“monstrosity” without parallel outside Italy and 
Germany. Although he worked hard to elect 
the Duplessis administration, he says. 

“Never did a British legislature anyhere 
in the world, not even in the days of the des- 
potic Tudors, enact legislation comparable to 
this padlock act. McGill University library has 
books by one Karl Marx. Under the act any 
constable can confiscate any books he thinks 
likely to encourage communism from the shelves 
of McGill and turn them over to the attorney- 
oo who has authority to order them burn- 


Prof. Eugene Forsey, of McGill, has joined in 
the attack upon the unBritish and unCanadian 
legislation. The Winnipeg Free Press has de- 
clared that under it “any library containing any 
book on socialism or on any aspect whatever of 
conditions in Russia could be closed down.” The 
Free Press calls the act “a Duplessis atrocity.” 
Columnist McAree described it in the Globe and 
Mail as a Quebec bomb to blow up liberty, “one 
of the most remarkable bills ever passed by a 
presumably civilized legislature in modern

stitutes a partisan attorney-general for the 
courts; convicts people without a trial; creates a 
depotism in a free province.

A Day in Canadian History

Nov, 19 figures twice in the story 
of the development of British Am- 
erica into the Dominion of Canada.

WADSWORTH, O., Nov. WJor| 
seph Somak, a 37-year-old match | 
worker, owes his life to a miracle | 
of surgery in which his heart— 
punctured in two places by a fish 
fork—was mended by a skilled sur- 
Beon. 

In a scuffle at a fish fry, the 
sharp-tined fork pierced Somak’s 
chest. The prongs were driven 
through the chest wall, through the 
pericardium—the membrane that 
surrounds the heart—-and picrced 
the heart muscle itself. 

At Wadsworth Memorial hospital, 
Somak grew weaker as an increas- 
ing mass of blood flooded the peri- 
cardium and pressed against the 


heart. An emergency call was 
placed for Dr. J, G, Blower, Akron, 
O., surgeon, 


Dr. Blower opened the chest wall | 
and loosened the third, fourth and 
fifth ribs, lifting them up like the/ 
cover of a book. Draining a pint/ 
and a half of blood from the peri- 
cardium, he sewed up the two punc- | 
tures in Somak’s slowly-beating 
heart. Then he closed the pericard- | 
ium and put the ribs back into their 
normal position. 

Physicians at the hospital said 
Somak would recover unless a chest 
infection developed.

| 30-ton section of rock will be re-| 
moved from a coal mine near here 
to show that an early inhabitant of 
this atate—-an iguanodon dinosaur— 
could step off 18 feet at a stride 
The rock contains four foot-prints 
of the dinosaur, Dr. Barnum Brown, 
| leader of an American Museum of 
Natural History expedition, said 
two of the tracks are part of a trail, | 
The right and left footprints are 15 
feet and 2 inches apart. The three- 
toed footprints are 34 inches long 
and 34 inches across the toes 

To remove the footprints of the 
giant creature which roamed this 
area when it was a dense tropical 
forest of the cretaceous age, 90,000,. 
000 years ago, It has been necessary 
to widen 1,000 feet of the coal mine 
and build a special mine car, The 
footprints, Brown said were im 
| planted in a prehistoric swamp that 
eventually became a seam of coal 

Brown estimated that the dino- 
}saur iguanodon must have stood 30 
to 85 feet in height since the great 
flesh-eating dinosaur tyrannosaurus 
which stood 18% feet in height 
could step only nine feet, He said 
no one has ever seen a skeleton of 
the giant creature, but that his ex- 
pedition found a single arm bone 
this summer near Rock Springs, 
Wyo 

After it is removed from the mine 
the fossil slab will be reduced to a 
six-inch thick section and shipped 
to the New York museum for dis- 
play,

Boosters Needed 


Foundations 
Quaint Standards 


AST night a foundation was laid which may eventually bring the Allan 
Cup to Edmonton for the first time in history. This foundation is the 
Hockey Boosters Club, which was unanimously decided on by a prelimin- 
ary mecting of some twenty business and sports men. The club will be 
formally organized with officers at a luncheon meeting in the Shasta at 
noon Tuesday. 

Informal discussion of the matter of obtaining greater support for 
senior hockey in Edmonton brought a number of divergent views as to 
possible remedies. There was, however, no suggestion but what a revival 
of public interest in the game was badly needed. It was felt that the first 
logical step to take was the organizing of the proposed club, after which 
‘ways and means of accomplishing the objective could be studied in detail 
by the executive. 


One of the primary objects of the club is to be representative of 
the entire city rather than any group or section. It was for this reason 
that the final organizing was postponed until Tuesday se that every 
interested person in the city will have an opportunity te be present, 
The luncheon meeting will be open to anyone—but you pay your own 
check. 


This club brings to a head the general feeling that it is time something 
is done about senior hockey in Edmonton. No criticism was directed at | 
the management of either the Dominions or Superiors, but business men | 
present made it clear that they feel the city can get a lot more out of its! 
hockey than {it has in the past few seasons. 

One stark fact stared the meeting squarely in the face—the general | 
public here is indifferent to present senior hockey. Suggestions that the | 
calibre is not sufficiently high to draw the fans was countered by other | 
claims that the calibre of play here is comparable to that in other prairie | 
cities. 

Owing to the fact the date for amateur player transfers has now 
passed, it will be impossible for the Boosters’ Club to import any 
talent for this season. It was pointed out, however, that there wasa | 
lot that the club could do right now to revive hockey interest and lay | 
the groundwork for a 1938-39 team of the sort that scems to be wanted. | 


One concrete suggestion for the laying of this foundation was that 
fhe Boosters’ Club buy one of the two Edmonton senior hockey franchises 
from the present holders and operate the team as representative of the 
city asa whole. This has been done for two years now in Saskatoon and 
Regina ts following suit this season. It was felt that such a team would 
command greater support than one operated by an individual with the 
backing of some commercial firm. Teams of the latter classification can 
hardly expect financial support from the business men of the city in the 
form of donations. On the other hand, a number of sizeable donations 
have already been promised for a team representative of the city as a 
whole. | 
This question of whether or not a franchise should be bought was not | 
passed on at last night's meeting. That question is one that will likely 
be gone into in detail at Tuesday's luncheon. Any other suggestion for the 
development of public interest will be appreciated, Any one is free to 
make them. 

Business men present last night made it clear that they will not under- 
take to provide jobs for players, but they are quite prepared to make a 
cash donation to a fund for the development of greater hockey interest 
here. The explanation is that putting a hockey player to work involves 
adjustments and difficulties within a business organization that generally 


are not easy to make,
